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Technical and Minor Substantive Statutory Corrections:
References to Recording Technology

Request for Public Comment

The California Law Revision Commission seeks public comment on its
proposal to revise various code sections in order to modernize provisions that
relate to audio or video recording. Specifically, references to the use of a “tape,”
“cassette,” “audiotape,” or “videotape” would be replaced with general
language that is not limited to a particular recording technology.
